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Intire villages in Central Ponerania were evacuated recently to make room for 
armored, motorized infantry, and motorized field and mediumsheavy artillery 
troops, now assembled in the area Stargard (485), Arnswalde (R15), Dranburg 
(RUZ), SchLevelbein (NSO), Belgard (M45), and KGslin (M45). It is rumored 
that an army is bein: formed and, according to a Soviet commander, personnel 
have been carefully chosen so that, in event of emergency, this alleged army 
would effect a Mecklenburg=Hannover breakthrough to the Ruhr,
